A Negro Miscreant Burned 
to Death. 


The Woman Whom He Had Assaulted 
; Lights the Fatal Fire. 


— 


Six Thousand People Watch His Writh- 
ings Amid the Flames, 


Story of the Horrible Punishment Inflicted 
by a Mob for the Perpetration of a 
Diabolical Crime in 
Arkansas. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

Sr. Louis, Feb. 20.—[By the Associ- 
ated Press.] The Republic’s speeial 
from Texarkana, Ark., says that Ed 
Coy, the negro fiend who last Saturday 
fiendishly assaulted Mrs. Henry Jewell, 
wife of arespectable farmer living a 
few miles outside the city, this after- 
noon answered for his awful crime, 
being burned at the stake in * pres- 
ence of 6000 people. 

Jewell left his wife and babe alone 
last Saturday while he came to town on 
business. During the afternoon the ne- 
gro came to the house and assaulted 
Mrs. Jewell. He then dragged her into 
the barn, where he kept her for about 
an hour, assaulting her repeatedly. 
When Jewell returned home no time 
was lostin giving the alarm, and soon 
scores of men were scouring the coun- 
try in all directions. During the night 
two negroes were arrested, but Mrs. 
Jewell declared them innocent, and 
they were discharged. 

PURSUIT AND CAPTURE. 

Finally it was learned that the 
guilty negro was Ed Coy, and that he 
had gone north toward Little River 
county. The search was vigorously 
prosecuted, but without avail, until 
early this morning, when a message 
came from a farmer named Scott, say- 
ing that Coy was at the house of Ed 
Givens, a negro living near him, and 
asking for men to come out and arrest 
him. Before the possé reached the 
place Coy had started away, but was 
‘interrupted by Scott and his sons and 
held until. the posse arrived. Mrs. 
Jewell identified him without hesitation. 

Coy was placed in a room and Heavily 
guarded until the last of the searching 
parties returned to town. When all 
were in, the leaders held a consultation 
and decided to hang Coy. He was ac-. 
cordingly led out and started for Broad 
street, where it was intended to hang 
him. When they arrived there some 
one threw up a rope, but the mass of 
people set up a shout: 

„URN HIM! BURN HIM!’’ 

Finally the crowd forced the men 
who held the negro to move north on 
State Line avenue. When near the 
postofiice some one who had hold of a 
rope, the noose of which was about the 
prisonér’s neck, attempted to climb a 
telegraph pole. He was unceremoni- 
ously dragged to the ground. Burn 
him! Burn him!“ went up the cry 
again and again, and it was clearly to 
be seen that death by flre alone would 
-appease the wrath of the people. At 
this juncture Charles M. Reaves, a 
leading citizen, mounted an elevation 
and beseeched the crowd, for the sake 
of their wives and children, if they 
were determined to burn the wretch, to 
take him outside the city. 

The appeal had the desired effect and 
a rush was made to the suburbs. Near 
the Iron Mountain tracks a single stump 
about ten feet high stood alone ina 
clearing and thither the wretch was 
dragged. Another man who favorcd 
hanging began climbing the stump, but 
twenty leveled shotguns impelled him 
to descend hurriediy. The negro was 
then made secure to the stump with 
wire fastenings and a liberal supply of 
kerosene was poured over him. 

HIS VICTIM APPLIES THE MATCH, 

A shout went up Let his victim ap- 
ply the match! Let Mrs. Jewell set the 
fire!’? In response to the call Mrs. 
Jewell emerged from the crowd, sup- 
ported by relatives and walked to the 
place of execution. Without a word 
the spokesman placed in her hand a 
match. She looked at the negro and 
falteringly turned to the crowd. ‘No, 
you apply it.“ was the cry as the woman 
was seen to falter. She struck the 
match, applied it to the clothing of the 
wretch in two places, and stepped away. 
In a few minutes the doomed negro was 
a sheet of flame, writhing and groaning 
in horrible agony. Death resulted in 
about ten minutes. 

195 PROTESTED INNOCENCE. 

Only about twenty minutes before he 
was led out the Republic’s correspond- 
ent had an interview with him. He as- 
serted hisinmocence of the crime, but 
in such a manner as carried conviction 
of guilt with it. 

While the event is confessedly a hor- 
rible affair, it is justified by a large 
majority of people of the section on 
the ground that a desperate disease re- 
quires a desperate remedy, and that 
hanging has not as great horror for the 
average negro as death by fire. 


Protesting Against the Reading Deal. 

Harrisspure (Pa.,) Feb. 20.—Gov. 
Pattison today made public two letters 
which he received, one from Auditor 
Cassatt of the Pennsylvania road, and 
the other from Master Workman Pow- 
derly of the Knights of Labor, protest- 
ing against the Reading, Lehigh Valley 
and Jersey Central deal. 

Cassatt’s letter gives an array of 
facts which he considers sufficient to 
2 the illegality of the deal, and 

owderly protests as a citizen of this 
State and demands that the constitu- 
tion shall be upheld. 

The letters were’ referred by the 
Governor to the Attorney-General with 
instructions to take such. actionas will 
enforce the constitution of the State 
and bring all who have violated it 
within its control. 


The Virginia State Debt. 
Ricumonp (Va.,) Feb. 20.—Gov. Mo- 
Kinney today signed the bill for the set- 
tlement of the State debt. 


NOT BUYING BREWERIES. 


A Story in Regard to the Whisky Trust 
Denied, 

Santa BARINA, Feb. 20.—[By the 
Associated Press.] Nelson E. Mor- 
ris, the millionaire pork-packer of 
Chicago and director of the Whisky 
Trust, is here with his family for his 
health, and was seen this afternoon by 
an Associated Press representative. In 
referring to the report that the Whisky 
Trust was backing the syndicate which 
will try to secure control of the Chicago 
breweries, Mr. Morris said: The 
Whisky Trust is not backing any one to 
buy breweries in Chicago. Officers of 
the trust have all the work and business 
they can manage to run the distillery in- 


| terests legitimately and won't have any 


new enterprises. The parties who 
make any such assertion I presume to be 
the same that built the Kalonset distil- 
lery and sold out to the trust, as they 
are the only persons who have entered 
into any new brewery scheme lately, 
that business not being very encourag- 
ing except to sell out to syndicates.” 


ALLEGED REFORMERS. 


The Coming Industrial Conference at 
St. Louis. 


Delegates from Various “Parties” on the 
Ground—Indications That They Will 
Find Difficulty in Uniting for 
Political Purposes. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

Sr. Lovis, Feb, 20.—[By the Associ- 
ated Press.] The principal event of 
the day among the delegates to the in- 
dustrial conference wasa meeting of 
representatives of the Prohibition 
party, People’s party and National Re- 
form party, in an endeavor to reach 
some common ground upon which they 
could support asingle ticket. Among 
those present were Gen. G. B. Weaver, 
Ignatius Donnelly. Miss Frances E. 
Willard, E. J. Wheelock and G. M. Mil- 
ler. No decision was reached beyond a 
confirmation of the action of the 
conference held at Chicago recently, 
at which it was determined that 
a committee having among its members 
several today’s conferees should 
present tothe industrial conference a 
series of resolutions declaring in favor. 
of the issue of money by the General 
Government in sufficient quantities to 
ptevent the intervention of private in- 
stitations; for the suppression of the 
|} saloon; favoring Government control of 
transportation; opposing alien owner- 
ship of land with a limit on any owner- 
ship, and favoring municipal suffrage 
for women with educational qualifica- 


tions- Tue committee will, therefore; pla 


present these issues to the conference 
with a request that they be indorsed in 
the platform. 

It is understood that the liquor plank 
will be met in the conference with a coun- 
ter proposition to the effect that when a 
State legislates upon the question that 
legislation shall be regarded by other 
States and the Federal Government and 
thé State shall be protected in the en- 
forcement of its law. A lively time is 
expected over this prohibition question. 
One wing of the industrial people, led 
by Gen. Weaver, is said to be practically 
in favor of straight prohibition and an 
alliance with the Prohibitionists, while 
another, headed by Washburne and 
Taubeneck, insist that economic reforms 
are what the conference is after and 
the liquor question should receive con- 
sideration later. 

At the first meeting of the National 
Citizens’ Alliance today, delegates to 
next week’s conference were instructed 
to support independent political action. 

At tonight’s meeting of the Alliance 
Noah Allen of Wichita, Kan., was cho- 
sen president; Mrs. Anna L. Diggs of 
Washington, D. C., secretary; P. B. 
Maxom of Emporia, Kan., treasurer. 
In addition to supporting independent 
political movement in next week's con- 
ference, the Alliance delegates will pre- 


sent a demand that the Govern- 
ment alone shall issue money to 
the people, taking away from mo- 


nopoly the right existing to do so. 

An explanation of the strong effort of 
the Prohibitionists to secure a prohibi- 
tion plank is found in a secret circular 
recently sent out bythe Prohibition 
leaders, a copy of which was secured 
tonight. It states that there is a prob- 
ability that the St. Louis conference 
would evade the liquor question by 
adopting a national scheme, and it 
urges that the leaders endeavor to pre- 
vent the success of the movement. 
This national scheme is practically 
Government control of the liquor traffic 
and the liberal element in the indus- 
trials think they can carry it. 


A Strike Averted. 

Denver, Feb. 20.—The Rio Grande 
Railroad admits that the telegraph 
operators have agreed upon a scale of 
salaries and the threatened strike is 
off. Advance pay has been granted, 
but just how much it is impossible to 
say, as the schedule will not be signed 
and made public till tomorrow. 


An Indignant Husband's Vengeance. 
(Iowa,) Feb. 20.—Dennis 
Taylor, a farmer living near Manches- 
ter, yesterday shot and killed his hired 
man, Michael Kenna, who, he alleges, 


was criminally intimate with his (Tay- 


lor’s) wife. After the murder Taylor 
hitched up a team, drove to Manchester 
and surrendered. 


Yellow Fever from Brazil. 

New York, Feb. 20. — The steamer 
Dalton arrived today from Santos, Bra- 
zil, and was detained at quarantine. 
Yellow fever was discovered among the 
crew shortly after the ship cleared the 
Brazilian coast. At one time twelve 
men were down. Two died. 


Fatal Railway Collision. 

Norwatk (Ct.,) Feb. 20.—The Long 
Island milk train on the Housatonic 
Railroad crashed into a freight near 
Cannons today. Eegineer John Ford is 
dead under the débris. The fireman 
was fatally iwjured and the conductor, 
James Keating, was seriously injured.

Young Mrs. Blaine Secures a 


Divorce. 


The Deadwood Judge Severely Scores 
the Secretary’s Family. 
The Elder Mrs. Blaine the Cause of the 
Whole Trouble. 


Young Jim Comes in for a Judicial Castiga- 
tlon—He Must Pay the Costs of the 
Suit and $100 a Month 
Alimony. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

MINNEAPOLIS, Feb. 20.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.| The Journal’s Dead- 
wood, S. D., dispatch says that Judge 
Thomas has granted a decree of divorce 
to Mrs. James G. Blaine, Jr., with the 
custody ofher child, $1000 to pay ex- 
penses of the suit and $100 a month as 
permanent alimony 

Mrs. Blaine will leave Deadwood for 


Sioux Falls tomorrow. Mrs. Blaine is 


apparently happy over the result. 
There was practically no defense, the 
defendant’s attorneys simply watching 
the case under instructions to fight only 
in the event of crueltv and adultery 
being charged. 

Judge Thomas, in announcing his 
opinion, said that the testimony showed 
that the cause of the separation was 
the unfriendly feeling of the family, 
and especially of the elder Mrs. 
Blaine. As far as Mr. Blaine, Sr., was 
concerned, plaintiff had been properly 
treated, but Mrs. Blaine did all in her 
power to make the life of plaintiff un- 
happy. She evidently concluded that 
it was best to separate them and so sur- 
rounded them with circumstances which 
would résult in. apparent desertion on 
the part of plaintiff. In other words, 
she treated plaintiff so cruelly as to 
cause her to become so unhappy that 
she would leave the family home and 
Mrs. Blaine could claim that the wife 
had deserted the husband. Young 


Blaine's conduct was very reprehensi- 


ble. 

“He does not seem, said the judge, 
“to be made of the stuff we would ex- 
pect from his family.“ As soon as he 
got under the domination of his mother 
he seemed to become estranged from 
his wife and treated her with neglect. 
The evidence shows that the desertion 
was the result of the machinations of 
his mother. and that his treatment of 


plaintiff was reprehensible: and bad in 
every respect.“ 

Speaking of young Mrs. Blaine’s ill- 
ness, Judge Thomas said, in part: It 
is hard to find language to describe the 
Court’s feeling against a young man who 
would act as he has. All testimofiy 
shows that plaintiff did everthing in her 
power to make her husband return to 
her, while he seemed to be estranged 
from her by his mother.“ 


THE FRUIT TRUST. 


Outline of the Great Scheme Which Arm- 
strong is Pushing. 

New York, Feb. 20.—-[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.] The Tribune publishes 
this: P. B. Armstrong, who has gone 
to California to form a great fruit trust, 
has publicly given out the outline of 
his project. The investment is esti- 
mated at $50,000,000, to be divided 
into shares at 8100 each, pro- 
prietors of land to be entitled 
to subscribe in proportion to the value 
their property bears to the whole. It 
is proposed to issue first mortgage 
bonds bearing not to exceed § per cent. 
interest, redeemable, if desired, by the 
corporation after ten years and pay- 
able in thirty years, the bonds to be 
issued for an amount equal to 83 per 
cent. of the capital. This plan, it is 
computed, would give the fruit-growers 
of California from $15,000,000 to 
$20,000,000 to enlarge the product of 
the State. It also proposesto have 
stocks and bonds listed on the New 
York Stock Exchange. Armstrong 
points out that the plan would equalize 
returns to producers when certain sec- 
tions suffered from drought, wet or ver- 
min, 


ALTHEA’S ANTIC. 


Widow Terry Playing Fanny Pranks in 
San Francisco.

TALKS WITH | CITIZENS. 


Real Estate Looking. Up.—The real 
estate market is looking up, remarked 
C. A. Stillson yesterday. By that I 
mean that there is a good demand for 


| inside. property, as well, fox choice 


residence sites. There is also a demand 
for desirable houses for renting pur- 
poses that is greater than the supply, 
and agents have more calls than they 
can fill As a paying investment, I 
know of nothing better than good mod- 
ern residences, convenient to the street 
car lines, and close in. There is money 
to be made in this way, besides which, 

it is a big thing for the city.“ 

Politicians Waking Up.— The poli- 
ticians are beginning to buzz, and the 
coming campaign promises to be one of 
the liveliest in the history of the 
country. Locally everything is cut up, 
and almost every one hasa long knife 
sharpened for some one else.“ Such is 
the opinion of one of the old-timers, ex- 
pressed yesterday. 

The Price of Meat.— I am half in- 
clined to think that the butchers have 
formed a trust for the purpose of putting 
up prices,“ said a Figueroa street citi- 
zen yesterday; ‘‘at any rate, last Mon- 
day they all added from 2 to 5 cents a 
pound to the price of all meats. They 
say that the reason is the scarcity of 
cattle and sheep, but some people don't 
want to believe that. If it keeps up we 
will be naturally compelled to be vege- 
tarians.’’ 

Plenty of Visitors.—‘‘Yes, I think 
there are fully as many strangers in 
Southern California now as there were 
at this time last year,’’ said General 
Manager Wade of the Santa Fé; our 
trains are doing fully as well, and 1 
hear that the hotelsare all full and 
doing a good business. The managers of 
the Coronado tell me that they have as 
many patrons now as they had last Feb- 
ruary. I am: satisfied, also, that many 
of the season’s visitors have come out 
to settle, and they are generally of the 
desirable class who are ableto take 
good care of themselves.’’ 

The Country Settling Up.— I am con- 
fident that there are fully 20,000 more 
people in this city and county than 
ever before, said Col. Dan Freeman. 
Every train from the East is crowded 
with passengers, and they arethe kind 
of people we want. They are not 
boomers, as we knewthem five years 
ago, but are here for business, and they 
are spending their money where it will 
dothe most good. They are buying 
land and improving it, and that is what 
we want.’’ 

The Rain asa Disease Destroyer.— 
„The late rain has been of great bene- 
fit to us, said Coroner Weldon, for it 
has not only brought out a beautiful 
crop of grass, but it has almost en- 
tirely killed that miserable disease, the 
grip, and there are but few cases of 
pneumonia, whereas there were hun- 
dreds of cases before the rains, 

A Good Sign.—‘‘When people go 
around crying for signs,’’ said Capt. 
George Atwood, the sign painter, you 
may depend on it that business is good. 
If business people are not making money 
hand over.fist they don’t have much use 
for signs, and from the way they are 
sending in orders now business must 
be excellent in this city.“ 

From an Undertaker’s Stand point. — 
Lou can always judge of the prosper- 
ity of acity from the condition of its 

cemeteries,“ said Benjamin F. Orr, the 
undertaker. If one will take the 
trouble to examine the graveyard of a 
poverty-stricken town or city it will be, 
found ina most dilapidated condition, 
but a city that is prosperous presents a 
very different appearance, so far as its 
home for the dead is concerned. Los 
Angeles is just that kind of a city, if 
one can judge from its cemeteries,

National Marriage 
Laws. 
Senator Kyle of South Dakota is 
working hard to get a joint resolution 
through Congress providing for an 
amendment to the Constitution allow- 
ing Congress to adopt laws governing 
marriage and divorce. In presenting 
his resolution a few days ago Senator 
Kyle made a forcible argument in favor 
of the movement. 
Among other things, he pointed out 
that there are no two States with simi- 
lar marriage laws. Only eighteen 
States in their statute books give any 
definition of marriage at all, and many 
of these differ. Differences in the mar- 
riage laws of the various States occur 
in the regulations regarding the age of 
the parties, degrees of consanguinity, 
parental consent, and the methods of 
contracting it. These differences lead 
to confusion and often to gross injus- 
tice to innocent parties. Thirteen 
States have endeavored to prevent this 
injustice by providing that marriages be- 
yond their boundaries shall be valid 
within them, if valid in the States 
where they were solemnized, but some 
other States have distinctly provided 
Another evil resulting 
from the present condition of the 
law is that in forty States there is 
no proper record of the marriages 
kept, and this often leads to a vast 
amount of litigation and other annoy- 
ances. Applicants for pensions, it is 
said, are frequently defeated in their 
applications because having lost their 
marriage certificates they have no 
means of proving a legal marriage toa 
soldier or sailor of the United States. 
The confusion in the marriage laws is, 
furthermore, vastly increased by the 
fact that divorce regulations are even 
more widely divergentin the different 
States than those of marriage itself. 
Thus a valid divorce in one State may 
be invalid in another. A curious anom- 
aly resulting from this condition of af- 
fairs is that in New York the courts 
have decided that, while a divorce may 
be perfectly valid in the State where it 
is granted, and while a second marriage 
in such State may be valid in New York, 
the divorce will not be recognized there. 
The result is that under this decision, 
which has been affirmed by the Court.of 
Appeals, a man or woman in New York 
may legally have, practically, any num- 
ber of wives or husbands: Among the 
greatest evils, however, of present con- 
fusion in our laws on this subject are 
the complications that arise in the case 
of international marriages.

Against Gerrymandering. 

When Gov. McKinley of Ohio ran for 
Congress the last time the Democratic 
gerrymander which gave him the cele- 
brated ‘‘boot-leg district’? was too much 
for him. He was defeated by a small 
majority in a district which had been 
devised with the especial object of 
snowing him under. Gov. McKinley 
knows where the boot-leg pinches, and 
it is therefore to his credit that in com- 
ing into power as Governor of the State 
he does not propose to favor any such 
unfair advantage against his adver- 
saries. | 

In his recent message to the Legisla- 
ture Gov. McKinley said: 


You will be required under the new cen- 
sus to redistrict the State for Representa- 
tives in Congress. This will afford you 
an opportunity to arrange the dis- 
tricts with fairness to all. Make 
the districts so fair in their rela- 
tion to the political divisions of our peo- 
ple that they will stand until a new census 
shall be taken. Make them so impartial 
that no future Legislature will dare to dis- 
turb them until a new census and a new 
Congressional apportionment will make a 
change imperative. Extreme partisanship 
in their arrangement should be;avoided. 

There is a sense of fair play among the 
people which is prompt to condemn a fla- 
grant misuse of party advantage at the ex- 
pense of popular suffrage. Partisanship is 
not to be discouraged, but encouraged in 
all things where principle is at stake, but a 
partisanship which would take from the 
people their just representation, as in the 
case of the Congressionai redistricting by 
the last Legislature, is an abuse of power 
which the people are swift to rebuke. 


This, we hope, will start a reaction 
against one of the most iniquitous 
methods of practical politics, and one 
which threatens to undermine and de- 
grade theftinda mental principles of gov- 
ernment—making the votes of citizens 
a ball to be juggled with on every avail- 
able occasion. Tse Times has reverted 
to this subject before, and has taken 
occasion to condemn the practice of 
gerrymandering as much when adopted 


by Republicans as when employed by | 


Democrats. It is wrong, essentially 
wrong. Whenever partisanship is car- 
ried so far that it endangers our insti- 
tutions it is unjustifiable under any 
pretext.

How a Resurvey of the Boundary May 
Affeet Locations. 


Tueson, Yuma and Even San Diego 
May be Out in the Cold.

Benson (Ariz.,) Feb. 20.—[By the As- 
sociated Press.] Considerable comment 
has been aroused by the statement ofa 
prominent official of the state of Sonora, 
Mexico, en route from Hermosillo to the 
City of Mexico, that a resurvey of the 
international boundary would throw 
sixty miles of soil into Mexican juris- 
diction. This change would include the 
large towns of Tucson, Yuma, Tomb- 
stone, Nogales, Bisbee, Wilcox, Benson, 
Gila Bend and many smaller ones, also 
San Diego, Cal., and take in as far 
north as San Juan Capistrano. An im- 
mense amount of valuable mining-prop- 
erty would also come under the new 
deal, also the entire line of the South- 
ern Pacific Railroad in Arizona. 

While the statement is not credited 
as being correct, itis generally under- 
stood that the survey now about to 
commence will show some looseness at 
least in the original lines. 0

A PECULIAR FAILURE. 


A Bank Closes its Doors Under Singular 
Circumstances. 

Tacoma (Wash.,) Feb. 20.—[By the 
Associated Press.] George H. Board- 
man has been appointed receiver of the 
First Bank of Orting upon application 
of E. A. Lorenz, a member of the board 
of trustees, he claiming that the insti- 
tution was insolvent, having on Wednes- 
day drawn a draft on the Citizens’ Na- 
tional Bank of Tacoma, when it was 
known at the time that the Orting Bank 
had no funds on deposit here. The 
draft was protested and the bank at Or- 
ting was closed. 

About fifteen months ago the First 
Bank of Orting was organized with a 
capital of $25,000. arry Ball of 
this city was president and T. D. Yar- 
rington cashier. At no time during its 
existence, it is said, did the bank have 
on deposit more than $15,000. Loose 
management is intimated and it is 
feared the Orting depositors wili lose 
savings to the extent of half the capital 
stock of the bank. President Ball 
said: The bank is solvent, and the 
stockholders will lose nothing.“ 

It is thought the closing of its doors 
is a strange bit of financiering, as the 
chattels will cover all liabilities. As 
for the protested draft, he claimed that 
Lorenz had it drawn for himself and 
at once applied for a réceiver when it 
was protested.

"BUDGET FROM ABROAD. 


The Sectarian Struggle Continues 
in Germany. ; 


Rigid Restrictions Against Emigration 
from the Fatherland. 


A British Garrison in Burmah Besieged 
| by Natives. 


Ribot Will Attempt to Forma New Minis- 
try for France Havoc Caused by 
a Terrible Storm in Great 
Britain. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

Feb. 20.—[(Copyright, 1892, 
by the New Vork Associated Press.] 
The government has gained a distinct 
advantage in the division of the ranks 
of the opposition to the Prussian sec- 
tarian education bill. The National 
Liberals maintain the policy of union 
with the Freisinnige party against the 
measure asa whole. Another section 
supports Herr Miquel, Minister of 
Finance, in his endeavors to arrange a 
compromise with the advocates of the 
bill. However, as Chancellor von Cap- 
rivi and Count von Zedlitz, Minister of 
Public Worship, Miquel’s colleagues, 
have shown no disposition to alter the 
measure to make possible its accept- 
ance by the country, it is difficult to see 
wherethere is any chance to apply 
the principle of compromise. The 
hostility of the situation is' aggravated 
by revelations made by Allgemeine Zei- 
tung to the effect that Von Zedlitz, act- 
ing under orders from Emperor William, 
only submitted the bill to the ministers 
as a formality when it was completed. 
He was simply used by the Emperor as 
the channel for the introduction of the 
billin the Landtag. The question of 
this departure from constitutional 
usages will be brought before the Land-. 
tag, and, unless Caprivi can,explain it, 
will shake the power of the Emperor to 
retain him as Chancellor. During the 
time when Bismarck’s power was most 
absolute the ministry preserved the 
right of being kept aw courant on all 
legislative projects. 

RIGID EMIGRATION RESTRICTIONS. 

The bill regulating the emigration 
from Germany, about to be introduced 
in, the Reichstag, enacts that anybody 
wishing to leave the 2 shall in- 
form the police as to his destination. 
The authorities will, for a month before 
allowing a person to emigrate, make 
public his declaration as to his proposed 
destination. Agents will not be allowed 
to forward emigrants except in accord- 
ance witha written contract open to 
the authorities. No rson between 
the ages of 18 and 25 years (the period 
covering liability to military service) 
will be allowed to enter into a contract 
to emigrate. 
lowed in case of diseased or maimed 
persons, or others who would not be 

permitted to enter as emigrants to the 
countries to which they wish to go. 
Agents will be responsible for any 
losses which emigrants may incur in 
consequence of delays in transporta- 
tion. All steamers used for the convey- 
ance of emigrants must be examined as 
to equipment and sanitary condition. 
Imperial inspectors will be appointed 

at various ports. 

UGLY CHARGES INVESTIGATED. 

The Vorwaerts asserts that a criminal 
inquiry is now in progress against cer- 
tain personages holding high positions 
in the Saxon army. The charges 
brought against these persons are that 
they employed a procuress to secure 
young girls for immoral purposes, and 
succeeded in debauching over twenty 
girls. 

PROSPEROUS BERLIN BANKS. 

Annual reports of leading banks of 
Berlin show that dividends have been 
unexpectedly high. Everybody antici- 
pated, owing to the financial collapses 
during the past year, that the balance 
‘would be bad. 

A HITCH IN AUSTRIAN FINANCES. 

The scheme for the reform of the 
Austrian currency has not yet reached 
the position of absolute certainty that 
the telegraphic dispatch from Vienna 
asserts, A hitch has arisen in London 
inthe plan proposed for raising the 
loan. The scheme provides for slow 
withdrawals of gold both in Vienna and 
London. The Rothschilds have advised 
that the loan be postponed and the 
government rely on effecting the opera- 
tion of theirscheme by drawing upon 
the 180,000,000 florins in notes in cir- 
culation. Finance Minister Dunajewski 
declared that the adoption of this plan 
would expose the whole scheme to in- 
definite postponements. He wants the 
Rothschilds to arrange promptly for a 
loan sufficient to enable the adoption of 
the gold standard. ps 

WORLD’S FAIR MATTERS. 

Herr Wermuth, Imperial Commis- 
sioner for Germany for the World’s Fair 
at Chicago, said during a recent inter- 
view witha representative of the Asso- 
ciated Press that the plans for the Ger- 
man department at the Exposition, 
which are just received, has been 
handed tothe imperial architects, who 
are greatly pleased with the outlook. 
He added that it was very bright. 
Herr Stumm, the leading iron master, 
has announced his intention of sending 
an exhibit to the fair, and it is consid- 
ered certain that Krupp and other iron 
kings will follow the example. Duke 
Ernest Gunther, brother-in-law of the 
Emperor. has expressed a hope that he 
will be able to visit the fair.

Howard Martin heard the first 
shot fired and saw Pool appear back of 
the bank walking rapidly toward the 
barn with a pistol in his hand, then he 
saw Sapp fires The men fired four 
‘shots each, Sapp's fourth shot striki 
Pool in the heart.

A new material for paving is now be- 
ing introduced into London. It is com- 
posed of granulated cork and bitumen 
pressed into blocks, which are laid like 
bricks or wood paving. The special ad- 
vantage of the material lies in its elas- 
ticity. When used for pavement it 
gives a soft tread which is exceed- 
ingly pleasant, recalling the feel ofa 
carpet. In roadways it furnished a 
splendid foothold for horses, and at the 
same time almost abolishes the noise 
which is such an unpleasant feature of 
city traffic. A short piece of pavement 
is to be seen in Liverpool street, E. C., 
while the outlet to Pickford’s yard in 
Gresham street is laid with this ma- 
terial.

Free Coinage Not to Play Second 
Fiddle to the Tariff. 


“A Pian of Campaign Mapped Out for 
the Present Session.

Wasnineton, Feb. 20. A the Asso- 
ciated Press.] There is a, feeling of 
uneasiness on the part of Democratic 
members of the House over the condi- 
tion of business in the House, and there 


isa disposition to get together and 


agree upon a programme of business. 
At present matters are simply drifting 
along, and it is desired to bring order 
out of the confusion that prevails. The 
silver question is the most discour- 
aging element. Tariff bills and reg- 
alar annual appropriation bills will soon 
jemand a great deal of attention, and it 
is agreed that there must shortly come 
a time when the programme of business 
for some months to come must be set- 


. tled upon if anything is to be accom- 


plished. The absence of Mr. Catchings 
nas delayed the meetings of the Rules 
Committee for some days past, and the 
nealth of the Speaker ‘made it neces- 
sary that he should seek a respite from 
public affairs while the House is tem- 
oorarily in recess on account of the 
visit of a number of members to Chi- 
cago. It is probable that the whole 
Democratic policy will be considered at 
1 caucas and a programme of action 
outlined as far as possible. 

The silver men all say that they have 
10 intention to antagonize tariff and 
ther measures, and they are as good 
tariff reformers as any other members 
of the House. They say, however, that 
they will not consent that tariff and 
other measures shall all be used to pre- 
vent consideration of the silver bill, 
and if, as they do not believe to be the 
case, they should ascertain that this is 
the policy of the promoters of the 
tariff bill, they will insist, in season 
and out of season, on taking up the sil- 
ver question. 

Chairman Bland, of the Coinage Com- 


. mittee, voiced the sentiments of his asso- 


ciatestoday. He said: Before we take 
up the tariff bills and appropiationt bills 
there must be an agreement on just what 
we are going todo. There must bean un- 
derstanding from the beginning, or else 
silver will be here as long as the tariff 
and appropriations, and talked of as 
much as anything else before the House. 

Jam in favor of tariff reform and con- 
sidering tariff bills, but if there 
programme is to keep tariff. here 
always and not to-do anything on the 
silver question, thén we will consider 
them all together. There is no disposi- 
tion against taking up the tariff; pro- 
vided we can have an understanding 
that it is not to be runas a machine to 
knock out’silver. I have heard reports 
that the tariff is to be kept here not for 
the purpose of passing a tariff vill, but 
to kill silver. I want it understood that 
Idon’t think there is any such inten- 
tion. Butif any such intention should 
be disclosed we will take the oppor- 


tunity to force silver to the 
— front and talk silver on tar- 
iff and on every other bill: 


I do not believe, as have said, all these 
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reports and rumors about knocking out 
silver with tariff and appropriation 
bills, but if this is the game we have a 
way to beat it, and the silver bill as an 
amendment will be added to every bill 
that comes up. We do not intend that 
the minority shall run over the majority 
in that way, and we have a majority in 
favor of the silver bill. The silver bill 
will not be kept down by any tactics of 
that kind. Silver will be kept forward 
constantly, and by attempting to keep 
it down they would make it the biggest 
issue of all. I ghall not obstruct tariff 
bills, but we must know what is to be 
done about the consideration of the 
silver issue.“ 

They cannot padlock a man’s mouth 
or stop bringing up a question,“ said 
Bland in conclusion, ‘‘and [ don’t think 
they will attempt to kill silver with 
tariff.“ 

CIAO, Feb. 20. -A Washington 
special says: A meeting looking to a 
money conference will be held at Secre- 
tary Foster's residence on Monday 
morning in this city. Senator Teller, 
Senator Aldrich and perhaps other 
prominent public men representing both 


sides of the silver question will attend. 


It is understood the meeting is for the 
purpose of effecting a compromise by 
which the administration will lend its 
efforts to calling an international mone- 
tary conference if the Republican Sen- 
ators who favor the free coinage idea 
will agree to prevent the passage of a 
free coinage bill at this session.“ 


Not Alarmed About Quay, 

-WasnineTon, Feb. 20.—Members of 
the family of Senator Quay now in the 
city say that they have no uneasiness in 
regard to his condition, Some friends 
just returned from Florida say that they 
left the Senator recovering from a bad 
cold, but otherwise in his usual health.

THE WATER QUESTION. 


Another Meeting of the Special 
Committee. | 


The Views of Judge Anderson and 
Hon. M. T. Allen. 


The Legal Aspects of the Case Very 
Clearly Presented. 


The Rights of the City in the Water of the 
River—Riparian Rights and Per- 
colated Water—The Bond 
Proposition. 


The Special Committee of the Council 
on Water Supply met, in the Council 
chamber yesterday morning to discuss 
the matters referred to them and also 
to hear Judge Anderson and Hon. M. T. 
Allen, United States District Attorney, 
whom thé committee had invited to 
come before them and give their views 
regarding the matter. These gentle-, 
men were leading members of the Citi- 
zens’ Committee which had investigated 
this subject about eighteen months ago, 
and their reports on the subject were 
then unanimously adopted by the gen- 
eral committee. Their prominence as 
citizens, as well as their high standing 
as lawyers, induced the committee of 
the Council to request their views yes- 
terday. 

United States Attorney Allen was 
heard first. In his remarks he replied 
directly to the questions of the commit- 
tee. His presentation of the case was 
very much inline with his report made 
to the Citizens’ Committee a year and a 
half ago, and was confined mainly tothe 
legal features of the situation. He 
stated that, as a legal proposition, there 
was a conflict between the constitution 
and the statute in regard to how, as 
well as to the amount of bonds, the city 
might issue in payment for a water 
works. The constitution provided that 
a sinking fund equal to one-twentieth of 
the bonds must be provided each year, 
while the statute provided that the 
bonds should be issued in serial form, 
and one bond paid each year, when the 
constitution provided that one-twen- 
tieth of each bond ‘should be paid each 
year. Hence bonds issued in accor- 
dance with the requirements of the 
statute are illegal, and that under ex- 
isting laws he did not believe the city 
could issue a legal bond for any purpose. 

As to the right of the city to lay 
pipes in the gtreets he had no doubt; but 
legally, under existing circumstances. 
it had no right to carry water through 
them for sale to the inhabitants of Los 
Angeles. The city had the legal right 
to make the contract which it did with 
the City Water Company in 1868, and 
it was bound by the terms of that 
contract. 

He touched upon the right of the city 

to the waters of the Los Angeles 
River, claiming that it had a right to so 
much of the flow as was necessary for 
the uses of the city, but that the water 
must be taken within the limits of the 
city. 
He explained the difference between 
subterranean streams and percolated 
water, and gave the opinion that the 
Crystal Springs Water Company was 
the absolute owner of all of the perco- 
lated waters which it had developed 
and had the right to sell or use it as it 
pleased. 

Astothe practical solution of the 
question he said he could only repeat 
the suggestions which he made to the 
Citizens’ Committee, viz. : the formation 
by capitalists of an omnibus corpora- 
tion, which would buy out all of the, ex- 
isting water plants, unite them into 
one and add all such improvements as 
might be necessary and when it was 
completed to turn the whole over to the 
city to be operated, the city to fix water 
rates so that they would provide a rev- 
enue equal to the necessary sinking 
fund, interest and operating expenses. 
He favored a bond running fifty years, 
with no sinking fund payable in the 
first twenty years, because as popula- 
tion increased it would lighten the 
burden of individual taxpayers. He 
also advocated a 12 tax to pay for 
all the water used on the streets and 
for flre protection, as was done some 
years ago. He said the poor people 
now bore the most of that burden, and 
he thought the time had come to make 
the rich carry their share of it. 

Judge Anderson followed Mr. Allen, 
in a very elaborate legal argument. He 
explained what was meant by ripa- 
rian’? ownership; what ‘‘appropria- 
tion,“ and how title was acquired by 
user. He took the ground that section 
191 of the newcharter, which attempts 
to say what the city shall and shall not 
do with its interest in the waters of the 
river, is illegal and void. In this view 
he corroberated the opinion previously 
given by Mr. Allen. He said the city 
held certain rights in the flowing waters 
of the city in trust—as a trustee—for the 
beneficiaries—the inhgbitants of the 
city; that the trust empowered the 
trustee to use the water (or property) 
for the benefit of the people, and that 
the Legislatnre could not change, 
alter or limit the conditions df 
the trust, and that the Council could 
contract with a private corporation 
to have the use of all of the water for 
any period of time which might be nec- 
essary to induce that corporation to in- 
vest the amount of money necessary to 
supply the city with water. But no 
new contract could be made with a cor- 
poration which would prevent the Coun- 
cilfrom fixing the water rates as re- 
quired by the constitution and existing 
laws. He agreed with Mr. Allen that 
the issue of the bonds by the city under 
existing laws would not be legal, and 
gave the further opinion that all mu- 
nicipal bonds issued in this State are 
invalid, | 

In answer to a question by Mr. Tufts, 


ing percolating water, and asserted 


that any water percolating through the | 


lands of any person, outside of the 
banks of the river, belongs to the land 
owner, who can sell or dispose of it as 
he pleases. 

In all points he not only agreed with 
Mr. Allen, but was much more explicit 
in his explanation of the law governing 
each question asked by the committee.“ 
He said it would be folly for the city to 
attempt to go into the water business 
until it had made terms with existing 
companies, and even then there was no 
practical way in which the city could 


pay for the property. He reiterated 
the advice given a year and a half ago, 


thata strong company buy the City 
Water plaht, as that company undoubt- 
edly owned its own water supply; and 
that the city give the new company a 
lease of the waters of the river, and 
that, if deemed best, that the city lease 
the whole plant, when completed, from 
the water company and operate it. 
Like Mr. Allen he gave many reasons 
for his suggestion. :

IN WESTERN MEXICO. 


Down About Guaymas and the 
Sinaloa Country. 


Stumbling Over the Same Cactus that 
Bothered Cortez. 


Something About the Peons and Their 
Ranchero Masters. 


The Indolent Indians Would Be Content 
With Little—The Method of Mak- 
ing Mescal m the 
Maguey.

South and Southeast pioneering takes 
its way, through Arizona and New Mex- 
ico, over the border and then past 
Guaymas, the most southern West Mex- 
ican railroad terminus, into the deep, 
rich loam plains of the Yaqui, where 
there is an outcrop of fine coal await- 
ing the American pick; to the Mayo 
andthe Fuerte, where a ditch seven 
miles long is nearly completed by the 
Topolobampo colony, and thirty miles 
south of which is the magnificent har- 
bor and the Sinaloa, a series of rivers, 
two of which carry in flood and in sum- 
mer as much water as the Rio Colorado. 
A true terra incognita is this rich and 
well-watered landto most Americans. 
From Guaymas to Sinaloa south isaplain 
as flat as a billiard table, 100 to 150 
miles wide and 400 to 500 mileslong; a 
plain that presents to the bird’s eye- 
view nothing but cactus, stretching 
from the foothills to the sea and from 
north to south far as the eve can range. 
This cactus consists almost entirely of 
the hecho and the pelyhah, the latter of 
which burns like pitch-pine and carries 
a fruit some three inches long, said to 
have famous healing qualities and out 
of which the natives make a delicious 
jelly. Through this wilderness of cac- 
tus wind, like gleaming paths of silver, 
the half dozen river streams which, in 
the semi-annual floods, becomé immense 
torrents, pouring their volumes of 
water into that Gulf of Cortez which 
proved so disastrous to the conqueror in 
the ventures of his old days. 

On these rivers are some considerable 
towns of 4000 to 5000 people, between 
which is a scattered xican and In- 
dian population—a population that in 
all ways but religious, and largely in 
that, is identically the same, with the 
exception of a few Mexican rancheros, 
as when the warriors of Cortez stum- 
bled over the edge of the Sierra Madre 
and stood amid the wildest scenery in 
the world, in the midst of the mighty 
cafions and stupendous precipices of the 
sheer 5000 feet fall to the foothills be- 
low; precipices in whose recesses lived 
pigmies between three and four feet 
high and cave-dwellers but little larger. 

is land of maiiana, where every- 
thing is to be done tomorrow.“ is true 
lotus-land, where birds of brilliant 
plumage, red.and green and sky-blue, 
dart amid the dark green branches of 
the banyan or the cactus; where troops 
of chattering green and yellow paro- 
m tree totree; where the 
flocks of lit gray turtle-doves, the 
crested pheasafit and the strong and wary 
roadrunner, the only shy bird in this land 
of peace and quiet, run from cover to 
cover. Ever and anon throughout the 
day some single songster of tropical 
plumage bursts into song, while at the 
break of day, as the first light gleams 
in the sky, a very oratorio of music 
bursts from bush and tree. 

The vegetation of this vast plain, 
where the rainfall is only a few inches 
in the year, is supported on the heavy 
mists that hang sometimes like all-con- 
cealing clouds. Tothe wondering eye 
of the white man this country seems to 
have stood still since the birth of Christ. 
The crooked mesquite branch is still 
the only plow, the burro and the 
solid-wheeled ox-cart the only means of 
transport. The tortilla and the Mexi- 
can bean and the maize form the only 
food of the Indian. 

Twenty years ago these rivers were 
the scene of a peaceful Indian popula- 
tion, but since that time the Mexican 
government, casting an eye of favor 
over the land, has picked quarrel after 
quarrel with them until now nothing 
but a remnant of the people remain 
and they have become peons or debt- 
slaves to the Mexican ranchero. How 
long they had remained in that first 
state of comparative peace and quiet it 
is impossible to say, but across the 
mountairs to the east of them are 
paths worn in the solid rock by naked 
feet and leather veracho six to eight 
feet deep. 

If their lot through those thousands 
of years was an easy one, where the 
dance and the mescal and the tobacco 
were their main enjoyments, it is now 
a hard one. 

A Mexican ranchero’s house is a large 
adobe building with an open courtyard 
in the center. The ranchero is prob- 
ably the owner of thousands or millions 
of acres, but a small partof which can 
be farmed, A cane field, and this is the 
ideal sugar land of the word, so rich is 
the soil, a few thousand mescal plants, 
a banana patch, a bean and a maize 
field constitute the yearly tillage. As 
the first faint gleam of day breaks the 
sky a shrill, discordant steam whistle 
sounds overthe roofs of the huddled 
brush huts of the peons, a signal for the 
work of the day to commence, and from 
then until dark, with a brief break at 
noon for the eating of two tortillas and 
perhaps a few beans, the peon labors in 


the field or the mescal factory. Al- 


ways in debt to the ranchero, he is, to 
allintents and purposes, an absolute 
slave. The slight necessities he needs, 
the gaudy handkerchief, the cotton shirt, 
the leather for his veracios must all be 
bought at the ranchero’s store, and the. 
peony soon absorb his 37 cents a day. 

hen it comes to pay day there are but 
few who receive any balance in hand, 
and those few have soon exchanged it 
for mescal, 

If it were not for this universal mes- 
cal, one wonders what the country 
would do. The plant from which mes- 
cal is made is a large-leaved cactus that 
takes seven years to come to maturity, 


and then, shooting up a long, sin- 
gle stalk some twenty feet high, 
flowers once and dies. This stalk 


must be cut off and the plant allowed to 
grow until twelve years old. The 
leaves are then cut off and the body of 
the plant, often three feet long by ten 
inches through, is ready for the factory. 
Each plant is worth, when full grown, 
one Mexican dollar; and as it requires 
no cultivation after the first planting, 
it is a valuable crop. It produces a 
clear and immensely powerful liquor, 
which can be drunk only insmall glasses, 
being almost pure alcohol. If the plant 
is cut when a few years old close to the 
ground in the form of a hollow cup, a 
clear and delicious non-intoxicating 
drink runs into the cup. The same 
lant is used to make ropes, bedding, 


ts, hats and mats of all descrip- 


tions, With the right machinery, a fine 
cloth might undoubtedly be woven 
from it. 

The men and the women, who almost 
live by this plant, are a light, reddish 
brown-colored race, muscular, well 
made, andthe women in particular very 
handsome. They are peaceful and 
quiet, loving the dance and the cigar- 
ette and chanting their wild songs, with 
one man giving the theme and_inci- 
dents in the true improvisario manner, 
while at regular intervals the chorus 
strikesin with its plaintive aud wild 
accents. Such are some of the charac- 
teristics of this land, but to fully de- 
scribe their many strange habits and 
customs would require many times the 
space allotted this article. 


THE ISLAND OF CEDROS, 


A Rainbow-hued Description of an Alleged 
„Miner's Paradise.“ 

A correspondent sends Tur Times 
this: 

Situated about 300 miles south of 
Ensenada, Lower California, and be- 
longing to the Mexican government, 
is the Island of Cedros, the ownership of 
which is vested in a corporation of Amer- 
ican citizens, by virtue of a concession 
granted to them by the authorities of 
Mexico. The ore bodies are immense, 
The mines now worked by the company 
are situated near the north end of 
the island and about four miles from 
the ocean, where a tramway of about 
two miles in length runs from the mines 
to the base of the mountains, whence 
the ore is hauled by teams to the land- 
ing. The formation is porphyritic and 
talc. The latteris always associated 
with the richest ore bodies. 

Gold predominates. The principal 
mines now worked by the company are 
the Copper Queen, the Nicholson and 
the Michealsen. Several thousand tons 
were taken out of the latter last year, 
which averaged $80 per ton in gold, 
besides carrying a heavy percentage in 
silver; whilst deposits of almost pure 
sulphur are found, which is sacked and 
shipped to Colorado, there to be worked 
for the gold contained therein, which 
averages $100 per ton. The sulphur is 
found in the second level of the Mich- 
ealsen mine, while about forty feet be- 
low in the same mine is found ruby and 
brittle silver ores. 

The whole island is a mass of mineral, 
and a veritable bonanza to the right 
parties. 
there is plenty of timber and water. 
There is also an abundance of wild 
game, such as deer, mountain sheep 
and wild goats, and the waters around 
the island swarm with the finest of fish, 
while thousands of seals disport them- 
selves in the surf and hold high car- 
nival on their rookeries along the 
beach. A healthier climate exists no- 
where.

I thought I had among my papers the 
directions for bronzing these little

some of my readers can furnish them, 
and, if they can do so, I shall be greatly 
obliged. 

The other day I cMme across a design 
with its description, which is really ad- 
mirable for a dressing table, and which 
anyone, with a little help from a car- 
penter, could construct. It is really at- 
tractive and ornamental, and the whole 
cost would be merely nominal. It is 
made inthis way: 


“Take a plain dry-goods box three | 


feet high and two feet six inches deep, 
naila block beneath each corner, to 
which casters are secured, Place the 
box with the open side out and fit in this 
one or two shelves. On each side (at 
the back) ofthe top fasten two long 
narrow boxes, which may be obtained 
from a drug or grocery store; they should 
be about two feet long and one wide 
and from eight to ten inches deep. By 
sawing pieces of lathsto fit the sides 
and tacking them on in proper position 
shelves may be made that will be con- 
venient for holding various articles. The 
covers to the boxes, fitted with small 
hinges, will make doors, and the whole 
must be neatly finished with mouldings 
put on with small brads, and an orna- 
mental top, and base made of square 
boards, an inch or two deeper than the 
cases themselves. These cases must be 
screwed or nailed very securely to the 
top of the table, as they are to sastain 
the glass, which may be perfectly plain 


| but neatly framed. 


Over the top of the glass a semi-cir- 
cular frame is fastened, around which is 
draped a hanging made of swiss, lined 
with rose color, or some other cheerful 
tint. First, a width reaching from the 
top to within a few inches from the 
floor is fastened to the upper back ends 
of the semi-circular tester, the ends 
finished with a deep ruffle of the same; 
then on the tester above this is arranged 
two pieces made by taking a width of 
the swiss and lining two yards long, 
folding it diagonally from corner to 
corner, cutting, and trimming the two 
edges with ruffles of the same. Around 
the toptack another ruffle, made with 
an edge above the cord which runs along 
the center of all the ruffles. Cover 
the table top with a piece of swiss 
over the lining, like the curtains, ar- 
range the drapery around the front. 
which should be attached by means of 
rings to a wire, affd finish the bottom 


with a narrow ruffie. These sliding 


curtains allow easy access, to the 
shelves, which is a great convenience.“ 

When all is done you have a beau- 
tiful and complete dressing-table, as 
tasteful in design and appearance as 
the more elaborate and costly articles

them in the bottom of your dish. 
Sprinkle lightly with sugar, a little salt, 
and lay upon them several small lumps 
of butter. Make a thin batter, using 
one egg, one cup of granulated sugir, a 
piece of butter the size of an egg, one 
small cup of milk, one cup of flour and 
flavor to taste. Adda half teaspoonful 
of baking powder, mix thoroughly and 
turn the batter over the apples. Bake 
in a moderate oven until the apples are 
thoroughly done. Serve with rich 
sauce.

GERONIMO’S TRICK ON UNITED 
STATES CAVALRYMEN,.

I saw Geronimo anda dozen of his 
Apaches do something in Arizona in 
1887 which I never would have be- 
lieved possible had Inot witnessed it 
with my own eyes. 

The Apaches are unquestionably the 
most fearful tribe of Indians on this 
continent. They are tougher. more 
enduring and more unconquerable than 
any other of their race. An Apache 


‘| can lope up the side of a mountain with 


the thermometer marking 120°, and 
when he reaches the top he won't show 
a drop of extra perspiration, nor willhe 
breath a whit faster than when he 
started. He will go for days without a 
morsel of food or adrop of water; he 
will live on snakes, mice and refuse, or 
if the worst comes to the worst he will 
shoot his horse and eat what he wants 
of him raw. Set out to pursue a band 
of Apache raiders and if they are hard 
ressed they will separate, each for 
himself, so that the only way to keep up 
the pursuit is to follow them individu- 
ally, in which case the Apache is sure to 
have the best end of the contract. 
When the hunt is overthe dusky mis- 
creants will come together at some 
point twenty or thirty or more miles 
away. 
There were twenty-five of us cavalry- 
men, returning from one of our fruitless 
ursuits of the terrible Geronimo. Our 
orses were worn out and so were we. 
It was one of the hottest days I have

ever known in that throbbing furnace 
of a country. We had several miles of 
baked alkali plain still to traverse be- 
fore reaching the fort, where we could 
secure shade and water and what we 
needed most of all else —rest. ; 

Whew! but it was hot. Had not the 
air been perfectly dry neither man nor 
beast could have stood it. The metal 
work on our guns was so heated that no 
one could bear to touch, it with the 
naked hand. The air shimmered and 
throbbed as it does over anewly-plowed 
field at noontide of a summer day. 

North, east, south and west was one 
level stretch of plain, on which nota 
tree, shrub or even a blade of 18 
grew. Far to the westward could be 
seen the outlines of the fort, oddly dis- 
torted, through the quivering atmos- 
phere, but in every other direction w 
the naked, burning desert. : 

We were strung along for a distauce 
of several hundred yards. In fact, 
there was a squad of five horsemen 
much farther than thattotherear. All 
the animals were plodding slowly 
through the sand, which, it seemed to 
me, was hot enough to roast eggs, their 
heads drooping, while we were simply 
enduring it, grimly closing our teeth, 
holding out to reach the post. 

Was there anything to be appre- 
hended from Geronimo? Could we old 
campaigners be entrapped? Low, level 
sand on every hand. ell, right there 
in the midst of that flaming plain, with 
its horrible sandy waste, in which no 
spear of grass could find root, that 
frightful chieftan and his Apaches had 
ambuscaded us, It sounds incredible, 
but it is the fact. 

Suddenly I heard rifle-firing at the 
rear. It hada dull, odd sound, but it 
was close at hand, andas I turned in 
the saddle I saw that the squad furthest 
away were engaged in a desperate fight 
with a party of Indians, who were on 
foot, shooting, striking and darting 
hither and thither like so many demons. 

We instantly wheeled and hurried 
back as fast as we could to the help of 
our comrades,but before we could reach 
them three saddles were emptied, and 
Geronimo and his warriors were scurry- 
ing across the pane at a speed greater 
than any to which we could force our 
exhausted ponies, who sank to their fet- 
locks at every step. We gave them a 
parting volley, which wounded several, 
but they managed tolimp off with the 
help of the others, and all were soon 
beyond danger. I don’t know how far 
they traveled off over that burning des- 
olation, but it may have been many 
miles, for they were capable of doing it 
if they chose. 

Those Apaches must have discovered 
our approach when we were a good way 
off. Knowing that we were on our re- 
turn to the post, they could easily cal- 
culate where we would pass. They 
then burrowed in the sand; covering 
themselves entirely with the blistering 
particles, so that only their snake-like 
eyes peered forth. Thus we passed 
within a few rods of them without sus- 
pecting their presence. 

In conversing with Gen. Cook about 
the extraordinary incident, the old cam- 
paigner smiled and replied: 

am not surprised; [have seen them 
do the same thing myself; but the Apa. 
che is the only Indian that can do it.“

LAY SERMONS. 


Very frequently do we hear people 
exclaim: How beautiful this world 
would be if it were not for sorrow; how 
delightful if it had no buried hopes and 
no graves.“ 

But sanctified sorrow is always our 
friend. Through it we come nearer to 
our Father. Dod you think that our 
hearts would ever turn heavenward if 
it were not for the upreaching of the 
spirit after God when earth fails it? 
Should we long after the better and 
higher life if here all were joy “and 
gladness? 

“This world is good enough for me,” 
exclaimed a lady not long since whose 
life was full of sunshine and to whom 
the discipline of sorrow had never come. 
She regretted the transitory nature of 
all things earthly, for she was content 
with what the world had to give. God, 
to her, was the “Unknown God,” and 
she looked upon the heavenly life asa 
myth in which she scarcely believed at. 
all. It was sad to her to see time slip- 
ping by and the inéxorable years mov- 
ing on in silent, unhindered procession. 
She was brilliant and cultured, but the 
deep fountains of her soul had never 
been stirred. She knew nothing 
of the blessed ministry of sorrow; she 
was unacquainted with her own heart’s 
highest needs, and she never had at- 
tempted to measure the possibilities of 
her being. But Sorrow is the beloved 
apostle which God sends to teach us the 
unsatisfying nature of everything 
earthly. It is a gracious and shining 
angel, wearing white robes under its 
black mantle, and its voice is one of 
tenderness and compassion. 2 

It was through sorrow that Christ 
spoke the most comforting words that 
ever fell on human ears. It was the 
open grave that moved him to say: 1 
am the resurrection and the life; who- 
soever believeth on me, though he were 
dead, yet shall he live.“ It is the cross 
and the grave which assure us of im- 
mortality. Take away the cross of 
Calvary and that grave in the garden 
where Christ was laid, and how would 
the horizon of our hopes grow dark 
and the burden of our sins be heavy! 

O, blessed tomb! O, door through 
which we look beyond the darkness of 
death tothe light and the blessedness 
of the resurrection morning! How 
brighten the celestial shores as we look 
to them, with the eye of faith, through 
our tears! And there shall be no death 
there, neither any more sorrow, nor 
any more pain.“ Eternal gladness and 
eternal hope are in this assurance as it 
falls on the ear of the sorrowing with a 
force and meaning that those who have 
never known trouble cannot understand. 
Such passages are throbbing with di- 
vine love. Ifthey cometo us inthe 
night of sorrow they are full of light, 
and they help us to walk and to sing in 
gladness. 

Affliction brings every Christian heart 
nearer to God, and there are many 
hearts which nothing but the discipline 
of sorrow would subdue. ' 

Sorrow is the voice of God calling us 
to come unto him. Whom the Lord 
loveth He chasteneth.“ We feel that 
God is very near to us when His hand 
is upon us, whether it be in blessing or 
affliction. 

The love of God is infinite, but if we 
have wandered from Him shall we com- 
plain of the way that He takes to bring 
us backto Himself? Shall we forget 
that we are made perfect through suf 
fering’’—suffering that is sandtined 7 

Do we not sometimes punish our lit- 
tle ones for their good, though it 
grie ves us to the heart to do so? But 


with the child obedfence and love and 


respect for e- authority are the 
result of judicious punishment. The 
child, as he grows older, recognizes 
this and is grateful that his father did 
not spare him, and except we become 
as little children we cannot enter the 
kingdom of God. If we are like them, 
by and by, when the mists of time 
which now darken our vision have all 
rolled by and we have found that rest 
which God gives to earth’s ‘‘weary and 
heavy laden,“ we shall lift up joyful 
alleluiahs to Him whose love hath 
afflicted us that our hearts might come 
nearer to Him. | 

Think of what sorrew did for Peter! 
After he had denied his Master he 
went out and wept bitterly.’’ Out of 
that hour of bitter repentance came 
the fearless, strong, unwavering apostle, 
It was persecation which gave to the 
world its,heroic Christian martyrs, and 
through burning fagots and the hor- 
rors of the Inquisition was the mighty 
power of sav ng faith manifested to

the world. ashes of those 
early martyrs were the seed of 
the church which the winds 


of persecution scattered everywhere, 
From them the whole realm Chris- 
tendom received fresh life and was 
clothed with added beauty. ‘Behold 


how these Christians die!“ was the ex 


clamation of the heathen world. 
There must be something vital in a 
faith which imparts tothem such heroic 
courage and endurance of suffering.“

The Almond in California. 
{Covina Argus.] 
California cannot be excelled for 
raising almonds. And for quick re- 
turns, anda crop easily, quickly and 


one above all others. It is the most 
easily cared-for of any kind of nut or 
fruit-beari tree. It is extremely 
hardy and the tree needs little or no 
pruning. The crop may be gathered 
lere 7 There need be no hurry to 
gather it within a certain time like 
there is for fruit. It requires no ex- 
perience or practice to harvest the 
crop, for there is no science needed 
such as there in handling fruit. We 
can get our almonds into the Eastern 
United States so much earlie n the 
importers that we have the great ad- 
vantage over them of being able to 
supply the demand first, and, conse- 
quently, get better prices. That is one 
advantage over imported almonds which 
California hardly needs, forthe new va- 
rieties of almonds now grown are 80 
much larger and beautifully shaped 
than the old varieties, and our better 
looking nuts sell for higher prices right 
alongside of the foreign article. e 
Ne Plus Ultra, California Paper Shell, 
IXL and the Nonpareilare the names of 
the better varieties. They commence 
bearing in three and four years. There 
is little or no labor attached to the har- 
vesting a crop of almonds. And not 
only that, you can almost choose your 
own time ‘about harvesting, any time 
after the nuts are ripe. e nuts are 
ready to gather when the hulls open, 
disclosing the almond, usually about the 
middle of September or the first of Oc- 
tober. 

In gatheriug, a large canvas sheet is 
spread under the tree and the limbs are 


the nuts are shaken off. After gather- 
ing the almonds are put through the 
hullin& machine. The almond huller of 
the present day isa rather incomplete. 
affair, 

After being bleached the almonds are 
put into burlap sacks, which can be 
bought for seven cents and hold about 
fifty-five pounds of almonds. It costs 


about 244 cents a pound to gather, hull, 
bleach, sack, haul and load on the cars.

Important Gathering of San Fran- 
cisco Business Men. 


Outspoken Report of President Henry 


L. Davis. 


Business Freedom Asserted and the 
Boycott Defled and Denounced. 


Objécts of the Organization Outlined—A 
Fighting Force — Resolutions 
Adopted — The Sinews 
ot War. 


[San Francisco Chronicle, Feb. 18.] 

The Board of Manufacturers and Em- 
ployers of California held its first gen- 
eral meeting since it was organized, on 
August 25, 1890, yesterday afternoon 
in the ‘rooms of the San Francisco 
Board of Trade. President Henry L. 
Davis was in the chair and Al Rollins 
acted as secretary. | 

The meeting was very largely at- 
tended, nearly all the heads of the lead- 
ing business houses and manufactories 


being present. 

President Davis read the report of 
the work of the board of directors dur- 
ing the past six months. The report is 
a voluminous one and deals with the ob- 
jects and purposes of the organization 
in detail. The following extracts are 
of most importance. 


During the brief time the board bas been 
in existence its power and influence have 
been sufficient to put an entirely new face 
upon the industrial situation. Public 
opinion now condemns much that it for. 
merly upheld or tacitly condoned. 

In no other partof the world andin no 
other time has an organization of employ- 
ers similar to this existed. There have 
been organizations of one line of trade in 
plenty, and. in Australia, there has been 
an organization of employers in several 
lines of trade to meet a particular crisis, 
but nowhere or at no time has there beena 
permanent organization of employers in 
all lines of trade for the purpose. of meet- 
ing labor difficulties of all kinds and at all 
periods. 

In the absence of precedent the directors 
have therefore had to move cautiously, 
and have had torefrain from taking any 
aggressive steps liable to precipitate any 
sort of a labor war. The only directions in 
3 action could be taken were as fol- 

ows: 

In the first place they could mold public 
opinion, and in the second place they could 
foster the organization of sub-associations 
in each line of trade and incite these sub- 
associations to take those aggressive steps 
which the main association could not take. 
These two lines of work have been precisely 
the lines along which the directors have 
operated. 

. Heretofore the reporters of the daily 
papers obtained all their labor news neces- 
sarily from the secretaries of the different 
labor unions, only because the employers 
had no headquarters where information 
could be obtained, and individual employers 
often refused to talk on the subject when 
seen by reporters. 

e directors havechanged this, and have 
esfablishea a headquarters where informa- 
tion can be obtained and where news is ob- 
tainable. 

Among the sub- associations, in whose or- 
ganization the directors have assisted to a 
greater or less extent, have been the Furni- 
ture Munufacturers’ Association and the 
Brewers’ Protective Association. In the 
case of the furniture men the directors 
worked directly and openly, while in the 
reorganization of the brewers their work 
was done quietly and for the most part un- 
known to the brewers themselves. 


The report reviews the causes that led 


to the present brewery trouble and calls 
the action of the Brewery Workmen’s 


Union which caused the difficulty ‘‘rash. 


and uncalled for.“ 
In giving the motive which prompted 


the union to attack the Jackson Brewery 


the report says: | 

It had always been supposed that the 
Brewery Workmen's Union was invincible. 
It was the banner union of the Federated 
Trades. the source of its power. The direc- 
tors of this association saw that its power 
was not real; that, in fact, it was the most 
vulnerable of the unions, and all that was 
necessary to overthrow its despotic rule was 
to unite the breweryowners. The directors 
set about this work, which, however, was 
accomplished more from the logic of cir- 
cumstances than from the efforts of the di- 
rectors. However, the combination was 
made, andthe fact became known to the 
union. 4 

The union was sagacious enough to see 
that, should this combination remain un- 
broken, it would sooner or later disrupt its 
power, and a bold move was made to break 
the new combination at its very inception ; 
but the union this timé overreached itself. 


The result of its action was to consolidate . 


the brewers, not to disrupt them. 
This association cannot afford to let the 
brewery fight fail. Onit depends the es- 


tablishment of our one cardinal principle- 


the right to hire and discharge whom we 
please. Onitalso depends the future of 
boycotting in this State. If the boycott be 
found to be of little avail this cowardly 
weapon will fall into dis use. * 
Another struggle which this association 
must sustain is the fight of the Abend Post. 
which was boycotted because it used stereo- 
typed plates. The union is seeking to de- 
stroy the business of this paper. 
matter for congratulation that the Abend 
Post obtained enough business from mem- 
bers of this association to. more than make 
up losses. I urge upon our members that 
they do all they can for this paper.in the 
future iu the way of advertising and sub- 
scription. 

The report also refers to the ineffi- 
ciency of the boycott of the horseshoe- 


ing shop of Peter Lynch, and says that 


owing to the employ .rs’ assistance the 
shop is now doing more business than it 
did before the boycott was levied... 


This board is, in reality, a fighting organ- | 


ization. There has been hope in the minds 


of some people that its directors. would be-. 


come a sort of arbitration committee, and 
that labor troubles would be peace fully set- 
tled by them. The fallacy of this su pposi- 
tion lies in the fact that the unions: will 


never arbitrate so long as they have any 


hope of victory. No matter how much 
_ good sense may be displayed by the direc- 

tors over any proposition the union will 
not agree to a settlement adverse to their 
claims until they are made to do so. 

The report closes with a brief state- 
ment in regard to finances and express- 
ion of be:ief that should there be any 
real necessity for such a sum $100,000 
could be raised. by the board within 
twenty-four hours. 

The reading of the president’s report 
was followed by short speeches on the 
leading topics it contains by the follow- 
ing: A. L. McLaughlin of the National 
Brewery, Samuel Valleau of J. B. Brodie 
& Co.. Henry T. Scott of the Union Iron 
Works, W. Westerfield, A. L. Palmer of 
the Golden State and Miners’ Iron 
Works, R. G. Davis of the Stérling Fur- 
niture Company, W. A. Fredericks of 
the Jackson Brewery, Herman Thode of 
the Union Brewery and Thomas G. 
Cantrell of Marshutz & Cantrell.

TRADES UNION AFFAIRS. 


Letter from Los Angeles—A Macedonian 
Cry for Help... 
(Union Printer, New York, December, 1891. } 

In common, with the whole Pacific 
Coast Los Angeles is at’ present suffering 
from depression of trade; with this dif- 
ference—that, whereas other cities 
have manufacturing industries to de- 
pend upon, we have nothing but ‘‘cli- 
mate“ and (to me). the much over-ex- 
aggerated possibilities of wealth from 
the culture of citric fruits to depend 
upon. 

Two years ago there were four 
daily papers here —one evening paper 
and three morning. The town was 
solidly union and the membership 
reached the high-water mark of 
867. Today it is little over 100, 
with only two union newspapers—one 
evening and one morning. Job 
is a scarce commodity in this burg. 
Anyone who is exclusively a job printer 
would starve to death hunting a job. The 
cause of this great decrease is twofold. 
The collapse of the real estate boom 
in Southern California, which demoral- 
ized the newspapers generally in this 
section, and caused the stoppage of the 
Los Angeles Tribune, which was at one 
time the leading paper of this city. 
The second cause was a difficulty with 
Tue Times sixteen months ago—the 
fight with which is still pending—a 5 
per cent. assessment being levied upon 
the earnings of the members of this 


union at that time, which is continued. 


to the present day. About forty men 
were working on THe Times newspaper 
and in the job office connected with it 
at the time of the lockout. 

The fight with Taz Times makes poor 
headway. We have been heavily han- 
dicapped from the start, but are holding 
our own at present. 

[There is an error in the above. Tun 
Times is making no fight upon any of its 
workmen — everything is serene — the 
fighters, if any there be. are paying out 
their money for nothing. They are 
upon the outside, and have no longer 
anything to do with this office, having 
voluntarily left its employment more 
than a year and a half ago, without 
adequate cause; thereby losing the op- 
portunity to earn at least $43,000, 
which has been cheerfully paid to their 
successors, members of another body of

Los Angeles Typographical Union No. 
174 has just taken a vote on the ques- 
tion whether the I. T. U. council shall 
levy an assessment of 10 cents per mem- 
ber per week on behalf of Pittsburgh.

“Rejected for Incompetency” — Union 
“Scabs,”* 

To the Editor of the Unton Printer 
Sin: In the Typographical Journal of 
Decemoer 15 under the head of Re- 
jections, Expulsions and  Reinstate- 
ments,“ there appears this: 

“Cincinnati—Charles B. Smith, re- 
jected for incompetency.”’ 

Charles B. Smith being rejected for 
incompetency is in itself not so remark- 
able, but the extraordinary thing about 


rejections for this same reason is their. 


infrequency. 

In looking over that column for the 
past year it will bé found that very few 
similar cases to that quoted above have 
appeared. Why is this? Simply be- 
cause members of the union, as a rule, 
are too eager to indorse applications 
for membership at the solicitation of 
friends of the applicant. though they 
have never known the person seeking 
admission and know nothing as to his 
competency. This should not be done, 


.as it very often misleads those whose 


duty it is to report on the. applications. 
Membership committees, or, in smaller 
unions, executive committees, noticing 
that the signers are old and well-knoavn 
members of the union, almost invari- 
ably teport favorably on the applicant. 
When a member indorses an applica- 
tion he should be prepared to go before 
the committee and state that the appli- 
cant is competent, then an empleyer 
sending to the secretary ‘for printers 
could get printers, not shoemakers.

on E. A. Gibbs. 


Some Very Plain Talk by Judge Smith 
from the Bench. 


The Alderson Transaction Denounced 
as the Rankest Rascality. 


Methods Practiced Which Cannotibe Tol- 
erated ina Civilized Community— 
General Court Notes— 

New Suits. 


Edward A. Gibbs, recently convicted 
by a jury in Department One of having 
obtained property by means of false 


before Judge Smith yesterday, and by 
his counsel moved the Court to set aside 
the verdict of the jury and grant hima 
new trial on the usual statutory grounds. 
The matter was argued at considerable 
length by Messrs. M. E. C. Munday, C. 
C. Stephens and F. L. Binford for the 
defendant, and Assistant District At- 
torney McComas for the prosecution, 
and at the conclusion of their addresses 
Judge Smith, after passing upon the 
various legal questions involved, said: 

There are a great many points here and 
it is not worth While considering them all 
because it does not make much difference 
what we may say or think, ibly. 

On the first proposition that the evidence 
is not sufficient to warrant the verdict, it is 
very seldom that courts interfere in that 
regard. The jury had the right to believe 
Alderson as against the other witnesses, 
and from all the circumstances proven in’ 
the case itseems they took that view of it. 

If so, the Court cannot interfere in those 
matters unless there should be something 
so strikingly or shockingly against justice 
or right thatit could not be permitted to 
stand. 

The instructions to the jury on behalf of 
the defendant were very full in his favor, 
and Iam inclined to think that when you 
look over them you will find that they state 
the case very liberally for, him. Possibly 
there may be errors in some of those in- 
structions, butin acase of this kind there 
are propositions about as difficult, and as 
many difficulties are presented here, as in 
any other criminal case that can come be- 
fore this court. It embodies many of 
them, all of which are surrounded with 
their peculiar and particular difficulties, as 
can be gathered at once from those which 
have been urged before the court this aft- 
ernoon. 


The defendant was ably represented 
‘here, and the case was tried at 
great length, with plenty of time 


and opportunity, and the jury seemed 
to dispose of it very quickly. They 
evidently gathered from the testimony the 
fact that this defendant had disposed of 
this note and mortgage knowing that it 
actually represented no value to a party 
for this livery stock, and the evidence 
would seem to warrant it. 

The gist of the crime was and is that the 
defendant passed the note and mortgage as 
genuine and true, representing them at par 
value, when he knew that they were worth- 
less. That is all there is of the case, and 
the balance could be eliminated, and I have 
no déubt that is the view the jury took of 
it. The facts were that he bought an in- 
terest in the land from Juan Toro, 
for a nominal consideration; that he 
brought suit with others against 499 de- 
fendants; that he had been defeated in this 
action; thathe knew it; and that after the 
judgment of the court he conveyed ‘a par. 
ticular section of the ranch, which he had 
selected, and conveyed it for a nominal con- 
sideration to this man McKay; that he 
took four separate mortgages back for the 
four quarters of the section as being . the

Now, that is the bald, terse proposition 
that was presented to the jury, and I have 
no doubt that is the view it took of it. Ido 
not see how it could take any other view of 
it. Those facts stand out as plainly and 
distinctly as they can. The transaction is 
a bare one, whatever may have been the 
belief of this man. Any man in his senses 
oughtto know that under those circum- 
stances he was trading off nothing fcr 
something, as he had received the judg- 
ment of the SuperiorCourt. Thisis a ques- 
tion of intention. It is a question of good 
faith on his part. Consider a man that had 
bought the title in a piece of land for a 
nominal consideration, and had gone to all 
this expense and trouble in vindicating his 
title, but, altough the court had found 
against him on every proposition, declaring 
that he had nointerest in the land, after 
that conveying this land and taking mort- 
gages back and then passing them off at par 
value, representing them to be good! 

It strikes me that no sane man could un- 
derstand that in any other light than that 
of the rankest kind of rascality—of the 
very meanest kind. It won't do! What- 
ever may be the peculiar surroundings of 
a case of this kind and, of course. as lawyers, 
we know there are many hard cases to try, 
yei, when we divest this case of all its sur- 
roundings and get down to the real grav- 
men of this transaction it cannot be tol- 
erated as a business transaction! Itis not 
a single step removed from a bunco game 
in my judgment! 

I was impressed through ahd through 
when the tes.imony was developed with the 
rascality of this transaction. It cannot be 


| tolerated! 


You may possibly get a reversion of the 
case, but that does not alter the honesty of 
this transaction in my opinion, and eyi- 
dently the jury thought so, too, for they 
disposed of it very quickly. There is 
neither excuse nor palliation for it. 

Of course Mr. Alderson ought to have 
looked outas a business proposition. I 
grant that is so. Iam quite surprised at 
his gullibility, but so it must besaid of 
hundreds of others. The credulity of most 
men is really surprising, but itis only hu- 


man nature, and that is the kind of ms 


that are beaten. Asharp business mga 
would not take any other man’s word for 
one of these things fora minute. He would 
investigate for himself. 

After denying the motion fora new 
trial and asking the usual formal ques- 
tions, the Court said sternly: 

„Edward A. Gibbs, stand up!’? The 
defendant arose and leaned upon the 
back of his counsel’s chair, while Judge 
Smith proceeded: 5 

Of course, Mr. Gibbs, a man in your po- 
sition in life and experience can appreciate 
more keenly than we your situation, and 
it would be idle and superfiuous to make 
any remarks in passing sentence. You 
comprehend your situation and understand 
allaboutit. Iwill simply pronounce the 
judgment of the court, which is that you be 
confined inthe State prison at Folsom for 
the term of seven years.“ '

FOS TER'S FORECASTS. 


An “Average Storm” Coming With a 
Cool Wave Following It. 


Droughts and Their Remedies—The Le. 
gends of the Aztecs—A Plea to Spare 
. the Trees and Plant 
More.

Sr. Josxru (Mo.,) Feb. 19.—[Specially 
Contributed to Tse Tiuxs.] My last 
letter gave forecasts of the weather for 
the storm wave due to cross the conti- 
nent from the 16th to the 21st, and 
the cool wave due tq cross the conti- 
nent from the 19thto 23d. The next 
disturbance will reach the Pacific Coast 
About the 22d, cross the western mount- 
dins by the close of the 23d, the great 
central valleys from 24th to 26th, and 
reach -the Atlantic States about the 
27th. 

This will be an average storm, and its 
force will begin to rapidly increase on 
the 27th and 28th, as it moves out onto 
the Atlantic Ocean. 7 
The cool wave following it will cross 
the western mountains about the 25th, 
the great central valleys *about the 
27th and the Atlantic States about the 
; 29th. It will extend far into the South- 
ern States, causing frosts that will do 
some damage. 

‘An early spring may be expected. 
March and the first part of April will 
be verv favorable to growing crops. 
But during the later growing season, 
rainfall will be deficient in many places; 
so much so that, in various localities, 
the crops of 1892 will be short. 

Owing to the speculators' rings in 
New York and other great cereal trade 
centers cotton is ruinously low. The 
crop, for the purpose of speculation, 
has been largely overestimated. 

If the planters could hold their cotton, 
produced last year, lam confident that 
they would get a good price for it m the 
fall, for Ihave no doubt that a short 
92 will ve produced this year. 

e Government fails in its duty 
when it fails to protect all classes of its 
citizens from the ravages of cormor- 
ants who prevent the laws of supply 
and demand from regulating prices. 

. DROUGHTS AND TUEIR REMEDIES. 

There are two reasons why this is an 
opportune time for discussing droughts. 
One is that the time approaches for 
treg-planting, and the other is the pros- 
pect of a deficiency of rainfall this year 
in parts of the United States. 

Ihave discussed the influence of the 
arid districts on the droughts of the great 
central valleys, the influence of trees 
cultivated on the plains in .restoring 
those arid countries to fertility, and the 
next step calls for a discussion of the 
natural forests of,the western mount- 
ains. 

The legends of the Aztecs tell us that 
those people, when occupying the west- 
ern mountains, with their center of 
population about Great Salt Lake in 
Utah, including the Colorado River 
Valley and the tablelands between the 
Rockies and the Sierras, destroyed the 
timber, from the effects of which the 
lakes and rivers dried up, and those 
people were compelled to abandon the 
country, as were the Aryan tribes, our 
ancestors, compelled to abandon the 
tableland of Asia, now called the Des- 
ert of Gobi, from the same causes. 
The Aztecs removed to Mexico, and 
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were so impressed with the cause of the 
blight in that country from which they 
migrated that they enacted stringent 
laws protecting the timber in Mexico. 

It is also well known that since white 
men occupied the great basin of the 
Salt Lake country the growth of trees 
has been encouraged by Mormon laws, 
from the effects of which Great Salt 
Lake has increased seven or eight feet 
in depth. 

This is the particular point to which I 
desire to direct attention. The timber 
on both sides of the Rocky Mountains is 
being rapidly destroyed. This will dry 
up all the streams that enter the Mis- 
souri River from the west. 

With the streams that flow eastward 
out of the Rocky Mountains dried up 
there will be no water for irrigation, 
and this will not prevent tree-planting 
on the plains, but will destroy great 
tracts of rich farming lands now under 
cultivation near the foothills of the 
Rockies. 

It requires but moderate reasoning 
faculties to discern a great increase of 
the droughts in the great central valleys 
including all the country of the great 
lakes, unless the destruction of timber 
in the Rockies and Sierras and their 
great plateaus is stopped. 

We are idly floating toward the Ni- 
agara of destruction, toward that deso- 
lation that now holds the Great Sahara 
in its withering grasp. Eminent 
American citizens have made this dec- 
laration, but they take, as a basis of 
their prediction, the destruction of the 
Northern pineries, but the destruction 
of Western forests and the planting of 
trees fn the arid districts will have ten 
times the influence on our climate that 
will the same conditions on our North- 
ern boundaries. 

The destruction of Northern pineries 
will decrease the rainfall in the coun- 
tries where the pineries exist and de- 
crease the depth of water in the Mis- 
sissippi and the great lakes, but will 
not very greatly affect the rainfall in 
other parts of the country, except, per- 
haps, Minnesota, North Dakota and 
Montana, while the destruction of the 
forests in the Western mountains will 
‘decrease the rainfall in every State 


from the Alleghanies to the Rockies. 

Every person who owns a lot, an acre 
or a farm can do something toward re- 
tarding the encroachments of drought 
by planting trees, for every tree is an 

‘armed soldier standing sentinel and do- 
ing battle against that great enemy, 
whose fiendislf design ever is to cover 
up fertile lands with drifting sands, 
turning them into withering deserts. 

If every such owner ofland will cause 
one tree to grow where none grew be- 
fore, or two trees to grow where one 
grew before, repeating the good work 

every year, the droughts will be driven 
backand the present fertile country 
protected from the desert sands. 

Children should be taught the value 
of trees and the wickedness of wantonly 
destroying them. BytreesI mean all 
kinds and sizes, from the hazel twig to 
the monarch of the forest. Protect all 
the trees and plant more. Cultivate 
those that will pay best for food, furni- 
ture or building purposes. Fruit trees 
are as good as any. 

When Arbor day comes devote your 
time totree planting, and as it ap- 
proaches hold meetings for the purpose 
of discussing the subject and enthus- 

ing your neighbors with its impor- 
tance. Every debating society, farm- 
ers’ organization and board of trade 


| should give at least one evening to the 


discussion of this subject between this 
and Arbor day, and on that day there 
should be thousands of speeches made. 
Preachers can find pertinent texts, es- 
pecially in the Old Testament, from 
which to discuss this subject. 

Our people do not realize the danger 
there isin destroying our forests and 
increasing the amount of cultivated 
lands without largely increasing the 
cultivation of groves. Get ready to 
plant trees.

THE CITRUS FAIR. 


It Will Far Surpass All Previous 
Efforts, 


All Counties in Southern California to 
be Represented, 


Committees at Work Getting Ready > 
for the Great Display. 


Mach Interest Manifested on All Sides—A 
Friendly Rivalry That Will Insure 
the Success of the En- 
terprise. 


The citrus fair, which opens at Haz- 
ard’s Pavilion Tuesday, March 2, will 
far surpass either of the previous ef- 
forts of the Fair Association, both in 
magnitude and originality and mag- 1 
niflcence of design. 

All the counties in this end of the 
State have committees at work which 
are meeting with great success and fair 
matters are on the boom all around. 

Reports from surrounding towns state 
that great enthusiasm prevails among 
the growers who have banded them- 
selves into strong organizations and are 
prepared to make a high, bid for the 
premiums, both asto quality of the fruit 
and attractiveness of design. 

Many designs have already been sub- 
mitted to the Executive Committee and 
are in course of construction. The 
various forms so far submitted are both 
artistic and novel in design, and the in- 
terior of the pavilion will present even 
a more attractive appearance than last 


ear. 

Frank A. Miller of Riverside was in 

the city yesterday. He stated at the 
Chamber of Commerce rooms that his 
locality is out for the plum this year. 
They expect to send down from 300 to 
400 boxes of choice fruit. Mr. Miller 
stated that Riverside has plenty of 4 
fruit and that the committee has plenty 
of money to spend to make the display 
a credit to the locality it will represent. 
The design has not yet been decided 
upon. Several forms are under consid- 
ération and a selection will be made in 
a few days. 

Mr. Miller said the people of his 
county are greatly interested in the -—— 
fair, and display more enthusiasm in 
regard to it than they did two years 
ago. Everybody, he says, is talking 
citrus fair. He expressed the opinion 
as an expert hotel man that there are 
more tourists in Southern California 
this year than he has ever known be- 
fore. 

H. M. Walker, a leading merchant of 
| Ventura and one of the committee of 
that place, in a letter regarding the 
fair, says: We are sparing neither 
time nor expense in making an elegant 
display. Our people are enthusiastic 
and are working hard.“ Mr. Walker 
asks for a large number of entry blanks, 
and states that his county will 
send down a large number of ar- 
tistic displays. They have arranged 
for an immense number of palms, pot- 
ted plants and cacti and will send down 
fresh ferns every day during the fair. 

The letter closes by saying: We have

A striking feature of the in- 
terior of the building will be a canopy 
of ivy extending the entire length and 
width of the building, so as to com- 
pletely hide the rafters which support 
the roof. 

This canopy will be made up of ivy 
and oranges woven on a wire netting 
and will be 10,000 square feet in area. 
The ladies of the Chrysanthemum Fair 
Society have undertaken the task of ar- 
ranging the ivy and were at work for 
several days atthe Chamber of Com- 
merce. When the canopy is completed 
and in position its attractiveness will 
be added to by the introduction of myr- 
iads of incandescent electric lights 
among the ivy.

The dynamite explosion’? on the 
Southern Pacific near Poso Thursday 
night, regarding which a dispatch from 
Bakersfield was published in this paper 
yesterday, has been investigated by 
officials of the road, and as a result the 
incident has been shorn of its most sen- 
sational features. The railroad people 
are now convinced that it wasn't dyna- 
mite at all, but was a five-gallon can of 
coal oil or gasoline, which had been 
accidentally dropped where it was 
found, which was at a wagon-road 
crossing near the station of Poso. It 
appears that the pilot of the en- 
gine struck the can of oil, smashing 
the container and scattering the inflam- 
mable fluid. ‘The fire in the ash box of 
the engine ignited the oil and it flashed. 
As described, the flame was that of 
burning oil, and there was nothing to 
indicate that it was any other kind of 
explosive. There was no report heard, 
and the only fire found under the train 
after the collision was on the forward 
trucks of the first car, where there 
were flames, such as would be produced 
from oil. The statement that the pilot 
of the engine was injured is said by the 
railroad men to be erroneous. A dis- 
patch received last night from Bakers- 
field says that the sheriff and several 
detectives have investigated the mat- 
ter, but refuse to give any particulars, 
further than that they know the perpe- 
trators. Itis thought here that the 
outcome of the detectives’ labors will 
be to find the man who was unlucky 
enough to lose a five-gallon can of oil 
from his wagon as he drove across the 
railroad. 

A BRAKEMAN’S NARROW ESCAPE. 

Albert Kinch, a brakeman op a 


Santa Fé freight train, which left San 


Bernardino Friday night at 11 o’clock 
for the East, came near losing his life 
in the performance of his duty. At the 
station of Keenbrook, fifteen miles north 
of San Bernardino, Kinch and the other 
trainmen of the crew had a tussle to 
put off four Mexicans who had under- 
taken to steal a ride, and when the 
tramps were finally expelled one of 
them fired a pistol at the trainmen. 
The shot struck Kinch, who fell back 
to the ground, with a bullet hole in his 
back. His fellow-trainmen carried him 
to the caboose and the train put back 
to San Bernardino with the wounded 
man, who is not dangerously hurt. Of- 
ficers succeeded in catching the four 
Mexicans at Victor yesterday morning 
before 10 o’clock, and they are now 
safely lodged in the San Bernardino 
jail. It is no unusual thing for train- 
men to have rough experiences in put- 
ting tramps off the train, and some of 


these gentry are extremely vicious 


when thwarted in their attempts to 
beat their way from one place to an- 
other. The four fellows who did this 


‘mischief will be given an example 


which will, perhaps, serve as a lesson 
to others who practice similar tactics.

RUBE DANIELS. 


The Negro Firebug Held to Answer in 
$2000 Bail, 
Rube Daniels, the notorious negro fire- 
bug, who set fre to a woman’s ward- 
robe a few months ago and broke his 
leg hy jumping out of the window to es- 
cape the oflicérs, had his preliminary 
examination in Justice Austin’s court 
yesterday and was held to appear be- 
fore the Superior Court with bail fixed 
at $2000, which he failed to secure 
and was sent to jail for safe-keeping. 
Daniels, who has been quite active in 
local politics, is a dangerous man, for 
he has made several attempts to burn 
the property of persons against whom 
he had a spite, and it is to be hoped. 
that he will get a long term in State’s 
prison. i 
The case on which he was held yes- 
terday is a most singular one. He had 
been paying attention for several 
months to a negro woman, who did not 
take kindly to him, but he would not 


her room unlocked he would slip in and 
destroy her clothing or take something 
away. On the day in question he en- 
tered the room just after she had taken 
her departure and locked himself in. 


In a few minutes the landlady hap- 
pened to be in the hallway and her at- 
tention was called to the room hy a 
strong smell of smoke, and when she 
found that the door was locked and 
bolted on the inside she called the police 
and the door was opened. Daniels had 
made his escape by jumping a distance 
of twenty feet to the sidewalk, after 
heaping all of his sweetheart’s clothes 
inanoldtrunk in one corner of the 
room, after which he set it on fire, and 
when he heard the officers coming he 
made his escape as best he could. . 

The fire had not made much headway 
and was soon put out. When the officers 
started out to look Daniels up they 
found him crawling along on Wilming- 
ton street, he having made his way out 
through a livery stable adjoining the 
house. 

He has been laid up ever since and 
was well enough to appear in court only 
a few days ago. 


SAN JUAN CAPISTRANO. | 


Probably a few lines from the sunny side 
of the Sierra Madre, etched upon the sky in 
the background, in a most fantastic and 
fascinating manner, might interest your 
readers.

WELCOME THE MONGOOSE, 


An Animal That is the Enemy of 
Rats. 


— 


It Will Also Exterminate Gophers, and It 
Can Kill Venomous Snakes—Un- . 
cle Sam's Latest Im- 
portation. 


The mongoose is to be added to the 
fauna of this country under Govern- 
ment auspices, says the Boston Trans- 
script. It is asmall carnivorous mam- 
mal, about the size of a big cat, which 
is native to India. In that part of the 
world it does excellent service by kill- 
ing snakes, to which it has a mortal an- 
tipathy, not hesitating to attack even 
the formidable cobra and almost invar- 
iably winning the fight. Also, it is death 
on rats, and on this account it was im- 
ported not long ago to the Sandwich Is1- 


We No 


ands. Field rats, the multitudinous 
progeny of the domestic species run 
wild, were creating havoc there and 
this remedy was sought with very re- 
markable success, so that the objection- 
able rodents bid fair to be soon wiped 
out. In Jamaica, likewise, the mon- 
goose has been introduced for the same 
purpose, and with equally satisfying re- 
sults, 

So serious has the plague of gophers 
and certain other rodents become to 
farmers in some parts of the West that 
the Department of Agriculture proposes 
to fetch a few specimens of the mon- 
goose to the United States, with a view 
of exterminting the pests. The animal 
is thoroughly able to earn its own liv- 
ing, and is in no way likely to become a 
charge to any community. It subsists 
on smalland mostly obnoxious mammals, 
lizards, snakes, and occasionally a bird's 
Entirely susceptible of domesti- 
cation, it is warranted to keep a house 
clear of rats. What it has done for the 
sugar 
FIELDS OF THE HAWAIIAN ISLANDS, 
it is expected to do for the grain crops 
in the wheat belt and elsewhere. The 
mongoose has never been known to be 
harmful in any way, by killing chickens, 
or otherwise, and no damage is likely 
to result if it should multiply greatly 
on this side of the water. 

So much cannot be said of many 
other animals which have been intro- } 
duced in this country with the ‘expecta- 
tion that they would prove desirable. 
A while ago some people in Oregon 
thought that it would be an excellent 
thing to bring thither the Chinese 
pheasant. Already they have begun to 
do much damage and the farmers are 
seriously complaining of them. They 
multiply at an enormous rate, each fe- 
male producing two or three broodsa 
season, or from fifteen to eighteen 
each. The cocks are very courageous 
and will fight anything. They go into 
the barnyards and thrash the best 
roosters. It is even reported that they 


- 
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sometimes walk away with the hens. 

Their favorite haunts are low grounds 
near grain fields, which they attack, de- 
stroying gardensalso. People often find 
their nests in old straw-stacks and stub- 
ble-fields, taking the eggs and raising 
them under brooding domestic fowls. 
The males weigh about five. pounds 
eace. The trouble is that an exotic an- 
imal, upon being introduced, usually 
finds itself ina ik

for multiplying. It has left all its old 
enemies behind it, and those creatures 
which might attack itina new environ- 
ment require some time to get on to 
it,“ so tospeak. Thus the crows in 
Oregon have only just begun to prey 
upon the eggs of the pheasants, having 
ascertained the nesting habits of the 
é Inasmuch as nature always 
makes allowance for destruction by 
foes in providing for the propagation of 
any beast or bird, the fresh immigrant 
is apt to multiply enormously and be- 
come a nuisance. Generally speaking, 
such experiments are dangerous as are 
being tried by an acclimatization society 
in Portland, Or., which has within the 
last few years brought over from Eu- 
rope and let loose thousands of birds in 
the valleys of the State—among others 
the nightingale, the song thrush, che 


glish blackbird, which is closely allied 
to and very much like our robin. These 
birds were caught by professional bird- 
catchers in Germany and England, and 
sent across the ocean in cages, supplied 
with seed and cuttlebones. Skylarks 
and starlings have been imported simi- 
larly, colonies of both being established 
on Long Island, where they were wiped 
out by the great blizzard. So far as 
the starlings were concerned this was 
probably fortunate, because they are 
VORACIOUS GRAIN-FEEDERS, 

and would have been likely to prove 
most detrimental. 

The injury done to Australia by the 
imprudence of acclimatization societies 
can only be estimated in thousands of 
millions of dollars. Rabbits, introduced 
from England for purposes of sport, 
have laid waste the country, destroying 
the crops, and almost annihilating the 
sheep-farming industry. Poisoning and 
shooting, the

among them, wholesale canning of rab- 
bit meat, and the exportation of skins 
for furs, have had small effects in dimin- 
ishing their numbers. Ferrets, intro- 
duced to attack them, have in their 
turn proved a nuisance, devouring the 
farmers’ chickens, Inlike manner the 
owls imported to gobble the sparrows 
have exhibited a preference for the 
meat ot domestic fowls, Foxes, 
brought across the seas by sportsmen, 
have mu'tiplied greatly and are prov- 
ing a bane. Even bumble-bees, fetched 
for the purpose of fertilizing clover, 
which depends upon their agency in this 
regard, threaten to become 80 numerous 
as to consume all the honey which the 
honey bees would otherwise have an 
opportunity to collect, 4
